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We need to be careful not to fall in the traps of those prosperity Gospel preachers we see 
in TBN who are after your money. We are warn in the scripture about them. 


2 Peter 2:1-3 But there were also false prophets among the people, even as there will be 
false teachers among you, who will secretly bring in destructive heresies, even denying the 
Lord who bought them, and bring on themselves swift destruction. And many will follow 
their destructive ways, because of whom the way of truth will be blasphemed. By 
covetousness they will exploit you with deceptive words; for a long time their judgment 
has not been idle, and their destruction does not slumber. 


exploit means selfishly take advantage of someone in order to profit from them or 
otherwise benefit oneself. 


Kenneth Copeland is one who comes into mind who has made over 760 million dallors, 3 
airplanes and more than one mansion from his church and ministry. 


Follow 4 


God told Ezekiel about such shepherds in Judah and gave them a woe. 


Ezekiel 34:2 "Son of man, prophesy against the shepherds of Israel, prophesy and say to 
them, ‘Thus says the Lord God to the shepherds: “Woe to the shepherds of Israel who feed 
themselves! Should not the shepherds feed the flocks? 


The only one benefits from the prosperity Gospel is the one preaching it and not the 
congregation. 


The Love of Money is a root of kinds of evil and these prosperity Gospel preachers love 
money. And we are told in scripture to withdraw away from such people. 


1 Timothy 6:5-10 useless wranglings of men of corrupt minds and destitute of the truth, 
who suppose that godliness is a means of gain. From such withdraw yourself. Now 
godliness with contentment is great gain. For we brought nothing into this world, and it is 
certain we can carry nothing out. And having food and clothing, with these we shall be 
content. But those who desire to be rich fall into temptation and a snare, and into many 
foolish and harmful lusts which drown men in destruction and perdition. For the love of 
money is a root of all kinds of evil, for which some have strayed from the faith in their 
greediness, and pierced themselves through with many sorrows. 


And their message is received by the world because it is not of God . And people of all 
types speak well these false teachers and fall prey to them. Which that of itself gives us a 
warning poison. 


Luke 6:24-26 “But woe to you who are rich, For you have received your consolation. Woe 
to you who are full, For you shall hunger. Woe to you who laugh now, For you shall mourn 
and weep. Woe to you when all men speak well of you, For so did their fathers to the false 
prophets. 


The real gospel is hardly preached by these preachers. You rarely hear these preachers say 
you are a sinner in need of a savior. Instead you will hear a message like you are gods. God 
can't do anything without your permission.

Does the Bible support this view ? No and the text they use to support it are being 
misinterpreted. 


They would use text like : 


John 10:33-36 NET 33 The Jewish leaders replied, “We are not going to stone you for a 
good deed but for blasphemy, because you, a man, are claiming to be God." 34 Jesus 
answered, “Is it not written in your law, ‘I said, you are gods’? 35 If those people to whom 
the word of God came were called ‘gods’ (and the scripture cannot be broken), 36 do you 
say about the one whom the Father set apart and sent into the world, ‘You are 
blaspheming,’ because | said, ‘| am the Son of God’? 


Jesus here is quoting 
Psalms 82:6 NET | thought, ‘You are gods; all of you are sons of the Most High.’ 


The Jewish leaders was God's representive to the Jewish community, they represented God 
that is why they was called Elohim . Just like Moses represented God to Pharaoh. 


Exodus 7:1-2 NET 1 So the LORD said to Moses, “See, | have made you like God to 
Pharaoh, and your brother Aaron will be your prophet. 2 You are to speak everything | 
command you, and your brother Aaron is to tell Pharaoh that he must release the Israelites 
from his land. 


And so it was like the throne of the king who was judging God's people in the place of God 


1 chronicles 29:23 NET Solomon sat on the LORD’s throne as king in place of his father 
David; he was successful and all Israel was loyal to him. 


These leaders was no God . And when Jesus said you are God's here was referring to to 
those passages where the leaders was called God. And was saying you say | blasphemy 
when | say | am God's son but in your law the torah stronger expressions are seen towards 
God's people like in the Psalms 82:6 but in no way Jesus ment they were actaul God's. For 
says he knows of no other God except himself. 


Isaiah 44:6-8 NET 6 This is what the LORD, Israel's king, says, their protector, the LORD who 
commands armies: “| am the first and | am the last, there is no God but me. 7 Who is like 
me? Let him make his claim! Let him announce it and explain it to me — since | established 
an ancient people — let them announce future events! 8 Don't panic! Don't be afraid! Did | 
not tell you beforehand and decree it? You are my witnesses! Is there any God but me? 
There is no other sheltering rock; | know of none. 


Father, Son and Holy Spirit are the only God in the Bible. 
Kenneth Copeland has also denied the Atonement of the Cross in 


Kenneth Copeland, What Satan Saw on the Day of Pentecost (Fort Worth: Messages by 
Kenneth Copeland, n.d., audiotape #BCC- 


19), side 1. 
He states 
"It wasn't a physical death on the cross that paid the price for sin...anybody can do that" 


According to Copeland Jesus died spiritually, in other words Jesus became a sinner to 
atone for our sins.

And to make things even worse according to Copeland Jesus went to hell was crucified in 
hell and paid for our sins and for our healing in hell .

"Satan conquered Jesus on the Cross and took His spirit to the dark regions of hell" "He[Jesus] 
allowed the devil to drag Him into the depths of hell....He allowed Himself to come under 
Satan's control...every demon in hell came down on Him to annihilate Him....They tortured 
Him beyond anything anybody had ever conceived. For three days He suffered everything 
there is to suffer” 


These teachings you will not find nowhere in the scripture unless they are twisted in the 
worst way get this interpretation. The Bible talks about doctrines of demons and this is 
truly one of them where the devil and the demons are highly exalted more than Jesus. 


1 Timothy 4:1 Now the Spirit expressly says that in latter times some will depart from the 
faith, giving heed to deceiving spirits and doctrines of demons, 


Our sins was paid at the cross and not hell, there at the cross Jesus said it is finished, 
meaning no more atonement was needed. 


John 19:30 So when Jesus had received the sour wine, He said, “It is finished!” And bowing 
His head, He gave up His spirit. 


Colossians 1:20 and by Him to reconcile all things to Himself, by Him, whether things on 
earth or things in heaven, having made peace through the blood of His cross. 


Yes Jesus went to hell but not to be torture there but to proclaim the victory of the cross 
and save those who was at a time disobedient and died by the flood in the time of Noah , 
they was given a second chance. But no one in hell now is given a second chance. 


Ephesians 4:9 (Now this, "He ascended”—what does it mean but that He also first 
descended into the lower parts of the earth? 


1 Peter 3:18-20 For Christ also suffered once for sins, the just for the unjust, that He might 
bring us to God, being put to death in the flesh but made alive by the Spirit, by whom also 
He went and preached to the spirits in prison, who formerly were disobedient, when once 
the Divine longsuffering waited in the days of Noah, while the ark was being prepared, in 
which a few, that is, eight souls, were saved through water. 


1 Peter 4:5-6They will give an account to Him who is ready to judge the living and the 
dead. For this reason the gospel was preached also to those who are dead, that they might 
be judged according to men in the flesh, but live according to God in the spirit. 
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
